TEUTONS MAKE 


PEACE TERMS 


Ready to Have Immediate Gen- 


eral Peace Without Annex- 


ations and Indemnities

Fetrograd, Russia, Wednesday, Dec. 


J5. — The central powers are ready 
"to make an immediate general peace, 
without compulsory 
annexation and 


without indemnities. 


This is the answer to Count Czer- 


nin, the Austro Hungarian 
foreign 


minister, made on Christmas day at 
jjrest-Litovsk 
tj,e Russian pro- 


posal, which they are ready to accept 
in most particulars as a basis of ne- 
gotiations. 


They insist, however, that the cen- 


tral powers cannot bind themselves 
one sidedly to such conditions with- 
out guaranty that the allies of Rus- 
sia will recognize and fulfill these con- 
ditions. 


The Russian delegates asked 
for 


a ten-day recess in negotiations in 
order to put these proposals before 
Russia's allies. 


Count Czernin's statement follows: 
"The 
delegations of the allied (Teu- 


tonic) powers, acting upon the clear- 
ly expressed will of their governments 
and peoples, will conclude as soon as 
possible a general peace. The delega- 
tions, in complete accord with the re- 
peatedly expressed viewpoint of their 
governments, think that 
the 
basic 


principles of the Russian delegation 
can be made the basis 
of 
such a 


peace. 


'The delegations of the quadruple 


alliance are agreed immediately to 
conclude a general peace without for- 
cible annexations 
and 
indemnities. 


They share the view of the Russian 
delegation which condemns the con- 
tinuation of the war purely for aims 
ot conquest. 


Not a War ot Conquest. 


"The 
statesmen of the allied (Teu- 


tonic) governments in programs and 
statements have emphasized time and 
again that for the sake of conquest 
ihey will not prolong the war a single 
day. 
The governments of .the. allies, 


unswervingly have followed this view 
all the time. 
They solemnly declare 


their resolve Immediately to sign terms 
ot peace which will stop this war on 
the above terms, equally just to all 
belligerents without exception. 
' 


"It is necessary, however, to indi- 


cate most clearly that the proposal of 
the Russian delegation could be re- 
alized only in case all the powers par- 
ticipating in the war obligate them- 
selves scrupulously to adhere to the 
terms in common with all peoples. 


"The 
powers of the quadruple al- 


liance now negotiating with Russia 
cannot ot course onesidedly bind them- 
selves to such terms, not ha\'ing the 
guarantee that Russia's allies will 
recognize and carry out these terms 
honestly without reservation with re- 
gard 
to 
the 
Quadruple Alliance. 


Starting upon these principles and re- 
garding the six clauses proposed by 
the Russian delegation as a basis of 
negotiations the following must be 
stated: 


"Clause 1—Forcible annexations of 


territories seized during the war does

"The circumstance that in the Ger- 


man colonies the natives, 
notwith- 


standing the greatest difficulties and 
the improbability

struggle against an adversary many 
times stronger and who had the ad- 
vantage of unlimited import by sea, 
remained in the gravest circumstances 
faithful to their German friends, may 
serve as proof of their attachment and 
their resolve by all means to preserve 
allegiance to Germany, proof of which 
by its significance and weight is far 
superior to any expression of popular 
will. 


"The principles of economic rela- 


tions proposed by the Russian delega- 
tion in connection with the above si?: 
clauses are approved wholly by the 
delegation of the small allied powers, 
who always have denied any economic 
restrictions and who see In the re-es- 
tablishrnent of regulated economic re- 
lations which are in accord with the 
interests of all people concerned, one 
of the most important conditions for 
bringing about friendly relations be- 
tween the powers engaged in war." 


Russia's Contention. 


Chairman Loffee

at the willingness of Germany to

"Renouncing the application of the 


right of the stronger nation with re- 
gard to territories occupied during 
the war," he said, "the powers of the 
Quadruple alliance at the same time 
give all their opponents an immediate 
peace-ground.

PLAN NATION WIDE SURVEY 


Terms under which the Teutonic al- 


lies would be willing to make "an 
immediate and general peace" have 
been made known to Russian dele- 
gates engaged in peace pourparlers at 
Brest-Litovsk.

URGE FEDERAL CONTROL 


Consumers Claim Distributors 
Make Large Profits on Cream; 


Reach Decision By Saturday 


New York, Dec. 37.—Milk distribu- 


tors, as a matter,of business policy, 
are opposed to the practice of increas- 
ing tho price of their commodity to 
the consumer, although they are for- 
ced to take this action because of the 
demands of .the producers, said George 
W. Alger, counsel for 'the New York 
.milk conference-board, In presenting 
the,distributors' side of the milk con- 
troversy before the federal milk com- 
mission here today. 


"The distributors do not want an 


increase in the retail price of milk," 
said Mr. Alger, "because experience 
has shown that each increase in tho 
price to the consumer has caused a 
decided falling oft' in consumption. It 
is within the power of the commission 
to bankrupt and ruin the distributors 
by increasing the present price oC milk 
to the consumer. 


"The figures o£ the Bordon company 


show that during the year ending June 
30, 1017, it suffered a loss oC $115,000. 
The company, since September, 1916, 
reports a faling off of from 11 to 61 
percent in Quantity previously sup- 
plied and has taken oft 200 wagons. 
This was duo solely to the increase 
of price made necessary by the de- 
mands of the farmers. 


"The distributors are anxious to as- 


uist in working out the food problems 
hut they do not wist to face bank- 
ruptcy in doing this duty." 


"We have heard a great deal from 


the distributors about 
their 
small 


margin of profit on the capital invest- 
ed," said Kdwiird Kellogg' Baird, rep- 
resenting the Consumers' league, "but 
tho fact remains that the I'artner and 
the consumer have been bumped for 
35 years and their only hope now lies 
with this commission. 


"Many years ago the distributors of 


the city fixed their prices through the 
medium of the Kxchange Limited and 
when this was dissolved by law the { 
same parties crossed to New Jersey 
and organized tho Consolidated Milk j 
exchange, which fixed

That the milk business of the na-

It Is then ground Into tiny p.eces and 
boiled In vacuum pans, after which It 
Is filtered, to get rid of the solids. The 
fluid thereby separated Is mixed •with 
pure sngnr simp nnd bottled. In this 
shape It Is available ns a flavoring for 
soda-fonntn!n beverages, and even for 
some foods, as well ns for chewing- 
gum nnd cnndles.

A loiigr-anticipateU event, and one 


of great importance In tho transporta- 
tion plans oiftho United States, was the 
taking over by the government of the 
entire railway transportation system 
of the country. 
Announced on Wed- 


nesday, it takes effect today, und from 
this time at least until the close of 
the war there is no doubt that the 
roads will havo only one general head. 
Gars will be run not as Independent 
elements and without reference to the 
general good, but as part of a gen- 
eral, well-coiisiderod plan, the purpose 
of which will be to secure'the greatest 
efficiency In operation, and the great- 
est good to the greatest number. 


Points to be noted in the govern- 


ment operation of railways are that 
the' individual operation of lines will 
not be disturbed unless there appears 
to be good reason for It; that the 
rights ancl Interests of Investors in 
securities of the lines will be scrupu- 
lously safeguarded, the government 
guaranteeing to the roads a net in- 
come equal to the average for the 
past three years; and that the roads 
will be kept In good repair and the 
equipment kept up at least to the 
standard of the day when it Is taken 
over. 


These are all important points, and 


their plain affirmation by the govern- 
ment will be of Interest. There is no 
tendency on the part of our govern- 
ment to confiscate this property, but 
there ia a desire to receive from It a 
full measure of efficient service. This 
the present plan is destined to give. 


% There Is another thing wh'ich by 
government control Is assured. 
It is 


Important that there should be no 
controversies between emplayes and 
employed, no tying up of transporta- 
tion facilities, BO starving or freezing 
people at home or any soldiers with- 
out food or munitions abroad on ac- 
count of them. TVhen the roads camo 
this morning into the control of tho 
government, "each employee of the 
roads became an employee of the 
government, and there will therefore 
be no strikes to contend with. It the 
employees of the companies have right 
on their sides, there will bo no ques- 
tion that the national administrator 
•will meet their demands. If there Is 
not, there will be no tying up. 


The things likely to vex the ad- 


ministrator will come at the end of 
the war, when the time comes to 
surrender the roads to their owners. 
One Is the matter of physical valua- 
tion, and whether tho equipment Is 
better or worse than when taken 
over. The other Is their surrender at 
all, since there will certainly be cer- 
tain communists and socialists who 
will hold that the government should 
continue to maintain the properties 
for tho good of the people as a whole. 
Aa for the former it will be a matter 
of appraisal, and should be reached 
exactly 
If 
not 
Immediately. 
Tho 


other Is perhaps less troublesome, 
since It Is not probable that state 
ownership of railways has as yet 
reached a point of serious considera- 
tion.

be deducted in computing tax on the 
deed, provided the fact that a purchase 
money mortgage was given was evi- 
denced in the deort 
The following 


decision published under No. 2509 in- 
dicates that this ruling will not ap- 
ply to the tax on deeds imposed under 
tho Act of October 3, 1917.

instrument conveying ret-1 estate there 
should be attached a tax stamp of the 
face value corresponding with 
the 


amount 
representing 
the 
vendor's 


equity conveyed. \Vhore an exchange 
of equal equities in real estate is made 
between two persons a 
stamp 
tax 


should bo attached to each of the two 
deeds corresponding wfli. the amount 
of each equity exchanged. 
In deter- 


mining the amount of incumbrance 
upon real estate being transferred, no 
consideration Is to be given to new in- 
ciimbranccs placed upon th~ some at 
the time of. or after, the sale. 
Only 


incumbrnnces which rest upon tho 
property before tho sale are to bo 
taken into consideration."

He refus- 
ed yesterday to discuss particulars of 
his new venture, adding that he has 
been forbidden to disclose the loca- 
tion - of. the laboratory where he is to 
continue his research work. 


Professor Hayes will be joined by 


five other physicists from 
the best 


universities and laboratories In the 
country in the government research 
work.

Professor Hayes expects to be 
engaged in this service for a year at 
least, and it is unlikely that he will re- 
turn to Swarthmore at the opening of 
the next term in September. His fam- 
ily will accompany him to the site of 
the laboratory. 


Professor Hayes was In his fourth 


year as a member of the faculty of 
Swarthmore college. 
Previous to his 


service in the physics department he 
was an instructor in research work at 
Harvard, where he took his doctor's 
degree. The vacancy caused by Pro- 
fessor Hayes' withdrawal from Swarth- 
more will be filled by W. O. Sawtelle 
of Haverford college, who has been 
an assistant professor of physics at 
that institution.

Why Most Speclea of the Swiftly Fly- 


Ing Creatures Are Beneficial. 


Bats are often regarded with as 


much horror as snakes. The wheeling 
and rapid flight of the little creatures 


j In the twilight, their dnsky forms, 
1 shroud-like wings imd fiery eyes, seem- 
ing to league them with the snpemat- 
Jural; but they are generally not only] 
harmless, but useful. 
They arc a 


iscourge to Insects of every kind, from 
the mosquito upward. The big bats 
of the Indian peninsula are considered 
table luxuries by tho natives. 


A bat measuring two feet from tip to 


'tip must be> a formidable looking crea- 
ture to encounter. This Is said to be 
ithe size of the fruit-eating bats of the 
lAmazon, to which the name of "vam- 
pire" Is often given; but even these 
are harmless. There is, however, o 
smaller species In South America 
which doe^suck the blood of many an- 
imals, Including human beings. 


The mischief does not consist In the 


quantity of blood abstracted by the bat 
Itself, but in the far greater flow from 
the triangular puncture after the with- 
drawal of the aggressor. It has been 
objected by obstinate unbelievers that 
no one has ever seen the wound In- 
flicted; but, considering that the bat 
bites only in darkness, the proof upon 
which the skeptics insist Is not easily 
obtainable. 


The curious feature of the bat's bite, 


say South Americans, is that it Is hard- 
ly ever felt even when the person at- 
tacked is awake.

The clay pipes used by the natives 


of various countries and nationalities 
are quite numerous and have their 
own Individual fashion almost charac- 
teristic of each country. The French 
clay pipe Is gay In color and for a few 
cents one can buy one decorated with 
the carving of animals' heads, and oth- 
er adornments. The Hungarian clay
